A recent, report of the North Dakota 
Industrial Commission, reviewing the 
experience of (hat state in state in­ 
dustrialism, as put into effect when 
the state was controlled by N onparti­ 
san League officials, no doubt makes 
very interesting reading to the people 
of th at tax-ridden state. 
The N onpar­ 
tisan League seems to have made a 
very thorough job in failing in every­ 
thing undertaken. 
The report says 
there is “not one oasis in the dreary 
desert of failure.” 
S ecretary F. L. 
Crawford, of the 
Commission, 
who 
signs the report, says the total of tile 
losses is not now com putable, but he 
anticipates actual losses in excess of 
$l,n0(),0Q0 
Tile Bank of North Dakota, a state- 
owned institution, has lost over $225,- 
000, besides heavy additional losses 
because of nearly $1,000,000 re-depos­ 
ited in privately owned hanks now in 
the hands of receivers. The flour mill 
and grain elevator being constructed 
at Grand Forks, which will cost $2,- 
500.000, when completed, will lie worth 
$500,000 less than it cost. 
Losses in 
the flour mill at Drake have totaled 
about $75,000, exceeding an average of 
$100 a day for the entire time the mill 
lias been in operation, the loss being 
in excess of $1.50 for every barrel of 
flour produced. 
The North Dakota Home Builders' 
Association, for the construction of 
residences to he sold on tile install­ 
ment plan, lias lost $113,256, and heavy 
additional losses are assured, as only 
one of the 56 houses constructed has 
been sold for enough to cover the cost 
to the state. 
The net result of the experim ent in 
state industrialism is loss, loss, loss. 
F lag ran t violations of the law are also 
cited in the industrial activity of the 
state. North Lakota is not likely soon 
to go on anotln r such spree.

Commerce Commission for the past 
year show that the 200 odd railroads 
us a whole earned only about 3.3 per 
cent upon their valuation, thus lack­ 
ing a little less than half of 6 per 
cent. 
Furtherm ore, nearly one-fourth 
of all (he railroads of the country ac­ 
tually incurred a deficit, but the gov­ 
ernm ent is not obligated to, nor does 
it intend to, pay any of these roads 
a cent in order to relieve them of their 
deficit, much less to enable them to 
show a net income of 6 per cent on 
their valuation. 
W hat the transportation act really 
did was to authorize the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to group the 
railroad systems of the country geo­ 
graphically and to fix a rate for each 
group that would enable that group, as 
a whole, to earn a “fair re tu rn ” upon 
tile aggregate value of the railroad 
property of that group. 
This fair re ­ 
turn was fixed by law not to exceed 
6 per cent. 
But the law- in no place 
directs the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission to dx a rate that would g u a r­ 
antee the roads 6 per cent, and in no 
place does it pledge the governm ent to 
guarantee or to pay a nickel to any 
railroad earning less than 6 per cent. 
If any railroad fails to make 8 per 
cent on its valuation, under tile rates 
authorized by the Commission, that 
is its own loss.

7 (By Mail).—Upon a 
silk cushion on the matting floor the 
Bo-satl sat cross-legged, his toes fold­ 
ed under him. lie clapped his hands 
and the amah brought more tea and

The paper walls of tin* Ro­ 
sa n's 
house 
were 
faint 
protection 
against the cold of the snowstorm ou t­ 
side. He hustled another habachi, and 
we huddled ever the charcoal bra­ 
zier's puny glow and talked, through 
.in interpreter, of everything on earth 
except the business at hand 
which 
was that I wanted to rent the Bo-san’s 
house.

Po-san means honorable Bhuddist 
priest and this one was especially hon­ 
orable, with scores of strange temples 
and extensive Bhuddist properties un 
der his jurisdiction. 
He was a keen 
little middle-aged man steeped in m ys­ 
tical lore. 
Scrolls of sacred writings 
lie had been studying were strewn 
about him. The low booming of pagan 
bells 
sounded 
across 
the 
temple 
grounds and the ghosts of old Japan 
seemed to cluster about the ancient 
place.
